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all connected with it. Ali men are by nature in oue sifuae 
tion; all have sinned and come short ot the glory ot God: 
aud ali are mortal. eud must die, and if there ie wo resure 
rection from the dead. all must perish ferever, From thi se 
two things men cannot del.ver themselves ; and no one cen 
deliver his brother trom death, nor g:ve to God a ransom 
forhim. If any are saved, it must be by the grace or iavor 
of God. So Paul suid, “By grace are ye saved, through 
iaith, and that not of yourselves, it is the gift oi God : not of 
works, lest any man si ould boast.” ‘he re.gn of sin is 
unto death, the reign of grace is beyond death, and not this 
side only. Rom. vi. 23, “For the wages of sin is death; 
bat the gift of God is eternal lite, through Jesus Christ out 
Lord.” In chapter v. 20, 21, Paul has described the reigg 
of sin and zrace, ina most convincing manner. “Morea: 
ver, the law entered that the ofunce might abound; but 
where sin abounded, grace did much more ateund ; thet 
as sin hath reigued unto death, even so might grace rewn 
through rghtecusness unto eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” Salvation does not consist ip gong from 
one place toancther, but m being delivered trom that 
which makes it needful, Leta man be saved irom sin and 
mortality, aud he is at once in heaven, let his body be 
wherever it may. Such sit in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus. 

Do we preach that men shall net surely die? No, but 
that they shail die, that all die, as Poul has said, “For as in 
Adam all die, even som Christ shall all be made alive.”

from sin and death. and Lring them to a state of periect: 
holiness and immortality, vot excepting an individual. ‘This 
vreativ disturbed a mulatto preacher, who, to shew his. 
opposition to a doctrme so glorious in its nature, and beue-! 
fical to the human race,delivered a discourse from the; 
text, “ye shall not surely die.” This discourse was printed,| 
reprinted, and re-reprinted, and circulated by the enemies; 
of impartial salvation, and people have become so well ac-; 
gituinte J with the subject, that now m almost any part off 
ihe country, when the salvation of all men is contended for. 
we gre about certain to hear it is said, “This is the doctrine, 
of devils, the old doctrine preached to Ademand Eve in the} 
garden—Ve shali not surely die” "This is supposed aj 
sufficient proofef the wickedness of a doctrine, which is! 
good in its nature, sud in every sense, honorable to God, 
anc calculated to bring the greatest blessing to all nations. 

We will make two statements upon this subject. 1. That 
those who preach the Salvation of all Men, do not preach the 
doctrine contarned in the text; “Ye shedl not surely die.” 

2, That those who picach an opposite doctrine, are the men 
who preach, “Se shatl not surely die.” 

1. We state (iat the men who preach the Salvation of 
all men. do not preach the doctrine contamed in the text,— 
“Ye shall nel surely die” 

Bofore we prove this statement, itis proper, to bring te 
light a mierepresentation in the world, respecting the men 
who preach the Salvation of all men. The common state- 
ment is. that all men will go to heaven, even in their sine. 
Let them die as they may, drunk, stealing, or commiting 
murder, the moment they die, they are at once admitted 
into Paradise, and mingle with “the spirits of just men made 
perfect.” The old world, Sodom and Gomorrah, Coral. 
and his Company, with all ihe wicked at Jerusalem, Xe. 
This representation of our adversaries, is absolutely false, 
‘There are not in my knowledge any such preachers 
inthe world, If this is preaching the salvation of all men, 
I do not know. own, believe, or propagate the doctrine of 
salvation for all men, 

Salvation means deliverance ; and as it respects all men, 
it signifies that deliverance which all men need ; which Is 


Unless we preach that men shel! surely die, we cannot 
preach the wages of sin, which is death. Without preach 
ing that sinners shali surely die, we cannot preach the 
reign of grace, through righteonsness unto cternal lite. 
Without preaching that men shell surely die, we cannot 
preach the resurrection trom the dead; “For since by 
man came ceath, by man came also the resurrection from 
the dead.” Ji men do not che, Christ cannot be their lite 
and if men do not surely die, Clirist can never be the ngs- 
URRECTION end the Lire. 

These statements are sufficient to prove that the men 
who preach thet God will in the end save all men from =n 
and mortality, Co not preach—* Ye sheli not surely die.” 

We come to prove, 2d. That the men whe preach on ove 
pesite doctrine, are lhe men whe preach—* Ye shall not sure: 
ly die.” 

‘That the advecates for partial salvation, or endless mise 
ery, preach—* Ye shall not surely die,” as plam from the 
following facts. 

1. ‘The descriptions they give of men generally.—They 
eseribe men as consisting of two parts, soul and body. 
The scriptures mention three parts, soul, body end spirit. 

The body must die, “ the sou] that sins sali die, and the 
spirit returns to God that gave it.” 

‘The orthodox, as they are exiled, tell us that men are toe 
tally depraved,—dead as a stupe,—nothing good in them, 
—yet in possession of a precious, immortal, never-dying 
soul, Worth more than millions of worlds, which is in Gan- 
ger of being eternally lost. To tell men they have an 
immortal, never-dying soul, is to tell them, “they shal! not 
surely die.” Preachers have often told their hearers, that 
if they die in unbelief. “ihey will die the death which ney. 
er dies.”"— ‘They tell them, ye sha!! not surely die, but that 
they will be millions of times worse off, than to die and 
have an end,

Which of these two doctrines then must 
have been the leading principle of his mind ? 

Avain. Let me ask whether there ever was since the 
days of Adam, a murder committed by a limitarian? If so, 
why must not the argument be turned back ; that the doc- 
trine of endless damnation induces people to murder ¢ 
Were the high Priests, Seribes and Pharisees, who pro- 
cured the death of our Saviour, waiversalists 2 No. They 
were “they which justify themselves before men,” and 
“trusted in themselves, that they were righteous and de- 
spised others.” (Luke xviit. 9.) Were the members of 
the Romish church wniversalists ; who drenched all Europe 
in protestant blood? No. ‘They belrevedin the infallibu- 
ity of the church, in the forgiveness of sin, the doctrine of 
endless damnution, and what is called the “ holy trinity.” 
‘Vas princely Constantine, a universalist; the great 
boast of the Christian world, who murdered his own son 
through envy? No; for then, discord and faction had ob- 

‘ured the glory of the Christian name, and chased trath 
from the abodes of man. Was John Calvin a universalist, 

who procured the death of Mic hael Servetus, because he 
‘ould not believe in the trinity? No. He believed God 
had fore-ordamed the rat “hs : misers of that heretic, and 
therefore prepared for him a temporary hell on earth. 
Were the Presbyterians Universalists ; who murdered the 

sonest and harmless Quakers of New England? No; 
tor they put to death those innocent victims, for the glory 
f their engry and murderous God ; and Universalists have 
nosuch God. May heaven forbid, that a name so sacred 
and lovely should be ever stained with innocent blood, 
Even this noted How was never a Universalist.—These are 
his words. “I aow aroused all the hopes I could in the dec- 
trine of Universalism, which I had longtried to cherish as 
a cloak for my sins, though I cannot say | honestly and fully 
helieved it.” Now it seems, he fried to cherish it as a cloak 
for sin! No wonder he did not succeed in it ; for it affords 
no cloak. He had doubtless been taught, that some men 
might escape punishment and be happy, notwithstanding 
all their sms; and he tried to hope that all might. This 
wuiversalism, then, which cloaks sm and is so murderous, is 
no other than the limitarian sentimeut enlarged !—And {| 
frankly confess, that the more universal this sentiment is, 
the more sin it cloaks, and the worse it is, But true wni- 
versalism is this. ‘That God will surely render to ai] man- 
kind accordiag to their decds. Mr. How did not try to 


eherish this doctrine as a cloak for his sins.—Neither 


did he believe this, as he says he did not hon- 

estly and fully healitpan it. If he had, he would not 
have been so fearless in transgression. If he had believed 
ia a he I! for all sinners, as wellasa part, he would not 

xave coolly deliberated the murder of a fellow being. 
But since he did not Aonest/y and fully believe in universa- 
Jism. whot did he believe ? Answer. He believed that 
the vilest incendiary or murderer (if he repent before he 
dies) may cheat justice, and go to heaven ; and the most 
virtuous, who happen to die before they repent, must suf- 
fer the implacable wrath of heaven. And in his case, we 
see the horrilie effects of such an anti-christian sentiment. 
How would they feel now, should i turn their own argu- 
ment back from whence it came? And say, Mr. How 
did not believe in universalism, and committed murder, 
the sr fore all, who do not fully and honestly believe im uni- 
versalism, are very bad, and their doctrime is very danger- 
ous ! ut his is an ualair argument, aud I could wish our op- 
posers would use it no more ; especially, to hold up one 
of their cwn faith, who tried fo cherish eur faith for a cloak. 
as anu example of wickedness to deter others from believing 
what he did not believe. Mr. How repented as he should 
have done; and no doubt suffered ail, God had im store 
for his sins. ta time he thought there was no mercy in 
heaven for him, but afterward discovered his mistake, and 


fe It satisfied ther Ge wae. (i We ould have . told him $v ir mess 


the beginning.) He will doubtless ere long discover als», 
that there is mercy enough for all other sinners,as well as 
himself, He believed Church was in hell, although he 
was much less criminal than himself; but barely because 
he died suddenly, and had not time to make his peace with 
God; yet he was the wicked cause of this sudden death, 
and was going to heaven!!! He, it was, who, led on by 
revenge, the blackest of all principles, went under the silent 
shades of night, to the abode of his enemy, called him from 
his peacefnl slumbers, and in cold blood, gave the deadly 
wound. Yet because he repented, when he beheld the 
terrible preparations of justice falling upon its victim ; he 
might be saved, but poor Church must bleed, and writhe in 
flames forever! ‘This is called equity, justice, impartiality, 
rewards and punishments, &c. 
and the murderer escapes!! Most horrible! Sweet satis- 
faction indeed to a revengeful soul. How many revenge- 
ful spirits may seize this idea as a cloak to lauuch their ene- 
mies into hell, and themselves into heaven. Would it not 
be more rational for the enemies of an impartial God, to 
prove sometime from the bible, rather than from the hips 
of their own crimimals, who have forfeited all claims to 
credit by the enormity of their crimes? But which is the 
most murderous principle? Do they not blasphemously 
muintain, that God is infinitely dncensed, wnplacable, cruel, 
unmerei/ul, revengeful, and of course the greatest Murderer 
in the universe!! May he enlighten the ignorant, and 
reprove the wicked.

Extract from H. Ballouw’s sermon from Heb 7, 28 
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“ As it as eg unto men once to die, but after this the 
judement ; so Christ was once offered to bear the sing 
of many; pot unto them that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second lime, without sin, unto salvation.” 


As the limits of a sermon will by no means admit of no- 
ticing all that belongs to this argument, and believing that 
the hearer must be, measurably, if vot fully satisfied that 


according to the connexion in which it is found. 

Writing to the Hebrews, the apostle very prudently en- 
deavors to lead their minds into the true knowledge of 
Christ, by using the rites of the law dispensation, to which 
they were religiously attached, to represent Jesus and his 
ministry of reco neiliati ion, In our context he draws a par- 
allel between the hi; gh priest under the law, and the great 
apostie and high priest of our Christian profession ; and 
between the holy place under the Levitical priesthood, and 
the holy place, even heaven itself, into which Jesus entered 
for us. See verse 23, “ It was therefore nec essary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens should be purified with 
these ; but the heavenly things ce with better 
sacrifices than these.” Here we see the apostle’s attempt 
to lead the minds of his brethren from the sacrifices under 
the law, to a better sacrifice. Ple allows the sacrifices of- 
fered by the law, to be no more than figures, and the things 
which were purified with blood only as patterns of things 
in the heavens, See verse 24, “For Christ is not entered 
into the holy places made with den which are the fig- 
ures of the true; but iute heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us.” Here our auihor represents 
the holy places wader the law, into which the high pric 
entered, as figures of the true, and heaven itself, mio which 
Jesus entered for us,as the holy place represented by those 
figures. Verses 25, 26, “Nor yet that he should offer him-

wrong notions have been entertained concerning a day of 
| judgment in another world, we come to consider our text 
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af the world, the apostie means the commencement of the 
legal priesthood or dispensation ; and by the end of the 
World, he means the end] of that dispensation or priesthood. 

We have here represented the entering of Jesus into 
the holy piace, Which was represented by the holy places 
tnder the law, by his own blood. as the high priest entered 
juto the figurative holy places with the blood of others. 

Here carefally notice. In order that the high priest 
tight represent the death and resurrection of Jesus, he 
gous st first offer a sacrifice tor himself; so that with this 
dbiood he might enter the holy place. He figuratively died 
when his sacrifice was slain; and his entry ‘nto the holy 
place represented him as risen irom the dead. Thus he 
represented Jesus, who should actually die and rise again. 

Now notice the text : “ And as it is appointed unto men 
ace to die ;” that is, as it is appomted unto men who are 
high priests to die in their sucrifices. “ And afier this the 
judgment ;” that is, the holy place. “ So Christ was once 
offered :” that is, as the figurative death of the high priest 
zepresented ; * to bear the sins of many ;” both “ot Jews 

and Geatiles. * And uato them that look fer him shall he 
appear the second tiime 5” that is, in his risen glory. 
* Without sin unto salvation ; ; as the high priest 8 appeared 
in the hely place for the justification of the people of forael. 

In order to illustrate and make our subject still plainer, 
tvé Will endeavor to show the true meaning of the word 
sudgmeris in our text, by referring to its use ia Exodus 2%, 
“where it is used on the same subject. 

Ju Aaron’s breast vlate were twelve manner of precious 
stones ; in these stones were engraved the names of the 
twelve tribes. On each shoulder he had an onyx stone. 
On these likewise were engraven the names of the twelve 
tr. ans 2 six on one aud sixoutheother. Ona plate ot pure 
gold which he wore on his mitre, was engraven HoLiness 
to THE Lorn. Inthe hem of his garment or robe round 
«bout were interspersed golden bells and pomegranates ; $0 | 

that when he went into the holy place, and when he came 
out, the sound of the golden bells was heard, by which the 
people knew that their high pmest lived before the Lord. 
The breast plate which contained the names of the twelve 
tribes ts called “ the breast plate of judgment.” See verses | 
29, 0. © And Aarou shall bear the names of the children 
of Israel in the breast plate of judgment upen his heart, 
when he goeth ia uxto the hely piace, for a memorial 
before the Lord continually. And thou shalt put im the 
breast plate of judgment the urim and the thummim; 
ight and perfection) and they shall be upon Aaron's 
heart when he goeth in before the Lord ; and Aaron shall 
bear the judgment of the « bild iren of Israel upou Ins heart 
before the Lorde ontinually.’ 

Can there be a reasonable doubt entertained, that the 
word judgment m1 our text means the same as in the pas- 
sage quoted? Andis it not evideut that this word means 
HOLINESS, LIGHT AND PERPFCTION ? 

As the anietype of the high priest and his functions, Jc 
sus, having by lie cross, brokea dowa the middie wall oj 
yartition between Jews and Gentiles, entering the lioly 
place, which is leuven itseli, bearing the whole human 
family on his shoulJers and on tis heart; and'presenied 
them Honinrkss To Tor Lonp, im himeell, who ts 
the Lord our righteousness. Aud thus he bears the judg- 
ment, the justiyiecation, the light and perfection of ail men 
beiore his Father continually.

You thm I labor under a mistake, in 
supposing the Holy Spirit was not given till Christ was 
glorified, accordiag tu John 7, 39. Yo su attempt to show 
this mistake by leaving out of the text the word given. 
which is supplied by the translators. But Tam unable Su 
to perogive any material flerence in the meaning by

reading, “the Holy Ghost was not yet given, because that 
Jesus was not yet glor fied,” or the Holy Ghost was not 
yet, because that I ‘sus Was not yet vlorified. If there be 
any difference it would be in favor of the idea that the Ho- 
ly Ghost did not exest beiore Jesus was glor fied. Thicree 
fore my supposition, that the Holy Ghost, or rather Sprit, 
Was not given, with regenerating power, unul the day of 
Pentecost, remains unafiected. And, to strengthen this 
supposition, I might adduce other poriions of scripture. 
Says Christ to his Uisei ples, “It ] go uot away the Comiorter 
will not come unto you ; but [ go away | will send lum 
unto you.” This Comforter is the Holy Spirit of which I 
speak. Says Christ, “I will send you the Comforter, even 
the Spin of Temth,” dc. Azain,*Dut the Comiorter, the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send in my name, he 
shall teach you all things” &c.—John 14.26. ‘Vis ] take 
1, is suilicient to show titet the Holy Sprit had not been 
sent, or given, when Christ spake the words quoted. Ido 
not disagree with you in sup posing the Holy Spir:t had, in 
some sense, been previously given. [i had been mven tor 
the purposes of prophecy, healing. &ce. These same disci- 
les had been clothed with power to heal the sick, to cast 
out deviis, &c. previous to the promise being made as aLove 
that the Holy Spirit should be sent untothem. Butl 
maintain, that the regenerating operation of the Spt of 
God did not begin unati) the day of Pentecost, when Christ 
came mn glory. Dr. Campbell says, “it is plain that im the 
Old Testament the moet profound silence is observed in 
rezard to the state of the deceased, their jovs or sorrows, 
happimessor misery.” [think Dr. C. is correct ; and there- 
fore | think that the supposition tiat there was any state of 
existence for the departed individual spirits of men, during 
the Old Testament period of time. is utterly groun less, 
Ve have no right to suppose en existence of wh ch the 
ser.ptures, in which we profess to confide, mamtain “a pro- 
found silence.” ‘Tlaerefore, unless a spiritual stete of exis- 


tence commenced with the gos per dispensation, or the giv- 


ing of the Holy Spirit on the cay of Tentecost, | deny 
that there is any such state of ex stence, now, for deceased 
men. But I do conceive that God has given operative 
power to his Christ, (his spirit) to impart eternal life; and 
that, “As the Father ra‘seth up the dead and quickeneth 
them, even so the Son quiekencth whom he will;” and 
whom he quickencth the same shall never die. “As the 
Father hath life in himself, so hath he given to the Sou to 
have life in himself :” and this Son, having the Father's 
indissoluble life, is given to be the life of the world. “He 
that hath the Son. hath life; and he that hath not the Son 
hath not hie.” What iind of life? Surely not natural or 
temporal life, This have meu, as well as beasts, without 
the Son: i. e. without Christ. No, he that hath the Son, 
or Christ, hath eferna! life ; he hath incorrup/ion, immor- 
tality. 

Immortality is Uf never to end. Te that hath Christ, 
therefore, hath life never to end. ‘Then, :/ hus earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dissolved, he hath “a build- 
ding of God, an honse not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” What, my dear sir. of an earthly or carnal 
mind can possibly go into a —— ineorrnptibie state ? 

“If ve live after the flesh ye shall die; but if ye, through 
the Spirit, do mortify t the deeds of the body ve shall live.” 
It is agreed that God is the father of the Spirits of all flesh. 
Can there be any thing in these spirits which is morally 
impure and unholy? Certamly not. Suppose then that am 
individual man have a carnal, unholy mind, and, in this 
situation he dies, and the spirit returns unto God who gave 
it: wi'l the spirit carry that carnal unholy mind with it? 
T think not. Then it isnot the man, who had that spirit 
from God that goes to God when the cust returns to the 
earth as it was, 

The man, inthis ease, must beeome extinet, either for 
a time or for eternity. In mv opinion he becomes extinct 
only for a time; for otherwise the whole human race 
world long since have been annihilated. “Death has pas» 





seq npen all men, for that all have smmed;” but they are 
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not anniliilated, but, according to the scriptures, are yet ail 
to be mae alive in Christ, aud God is to be all in all. 

‘Theu there shall be no mvre death, nor sorrow, nor cry- 
inc, nor pa no forever. 

Jam a littie surprised to observe that you have brought 
forward a numlcr of passages of scripture to prove, that 
die “renewing spir.tof lite” had been given previous to 
the day of Pentecost, all of which, as far as they properly 
apply to the subject, amp express, direct reference to the 
operations of the Spirit efter it was given at that tume. 

Your quotations do well to prove what I contend for, 
viz. that the Holy Spirit, with regenerating power, was 
actually given after the resurrection of Jesus, (] mean of 
his body,) but certainly mot to prove that it was so given 
before. 

It is true you quote David, saying, * Take not the Holy 
Spirit trom me,” apparently in an appropriate manner. 
‘This saying of David reads as if he might have had the 
Holy Spirit in the sense | speak of : But it should be re- 
membered that David spake prophetically, representing 
Christ by himself. David says, * ‘Thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell 
himself butet Christ. See Acts ii. 31. Probably, there- 
fore, whn he cries, ‘Take not thy Holy Spirit from me, he 

cousiders himself in the place of Christ, and prophetically 
reiers to the trying hour when Jesue cried, “ My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me.” At any rate | feel sate 
in denymg that any of the human race had been regener- 
ated before Christ, not only for the reasons already assign- 
ed, but for the positive declarations of scripture, as follows 
*“ God having provided some better thing for us, that they, 
(Abraham, David and others) without us, should not be 
rmuade pertect.” Here is express testimony that David was 
not made periect, up to the Apostles’ time—Heb. x1. 40. 
Christ himself also declares, that no man had ascended up 
to heaven, when he was here manifest inthe flesh. See 
John ii. 13. The same is averred of David, Acts ii. 34. 

It appears that none were made perfect, or had ascended 
to heaven, until Christ was glorified ; but, directly after. 
we find the spirits of just men spoken of as made periect. 
See Heb. xii. 23.

The mind [| allow 
is the “standard of the man;” mind alone is not man; but 
he is a compound of matter and mind ; and as you allow 
him to have a mind before it is made immortal, it would 
be gratifying tome to know something about the process

of the change : If it be gradual, it seems possible that it may 
leave the frail tenement in an unfinished state, before the 
stamp of immortality is eutirely fixed upon it ; and ifin this 
way it isto be made immortal, may it not apostatize and 
revert back again into the mortal state? We are informed 
that some do apostatize, and depart from the faith; and 
as we read “like the dog return to his vomit” &c. and 
of those who thus depart, it is said that “their last state is 
worse than the first.” ‘Ihe aj ostle: cautioned their fellow 
believers against “coming again into be. age, and making 
shipwreck of faith ;” and inform us tliai.c.ae may become 
hardened to such a degree, as that iLis “impossible to ree 
new them again to repentance,” until the curtain of eterni- 
ty is drawn, and the transgressing principle is destroyed. + 

Where | ask would be the safety in th’s state, if as yor 
observe all are to experience the change here ? How is it 
to be done, except by being reanimated ? It must be ade 
mitted by all, thata great proportion ef mankind do not 
experience that here, which you maintam renders them 
immortal.—If ] mistake not, you mean to convey the idea 
that those who are not regenerated before they make their 
exit from this world, must necessarily be reantmated, and 
return here again; for you affirm that “ans is to be done 
HERE ; it ishere thatthe Lord of hosts will swallow up 
death in victory, and build up the whole human family in 
Christ.” 

Are weany where in the scriptures informed that man 
is to return to this earth, that he may pass through a pro- 
bationary state, and prepare for future bliss ? Even in that 
case, the soul would stand no better chance for immortality 
than it now does, as it would have the same obstacles to 
remove that it now has, unless differently constituted ; and 
in this way there might be a perpetual succession of exis- 
tence and death, and at length doubtful as to resulting im 
permanent felicity: Agam, what certainty of particular 
identity? What evidence of consciousvess of the past, or 
any thing which characterized the former mind? If, Sir, we 
indulge in these visionary ideas, may we not in the flights 
ofa fanciful imagination, be led to cntertam the most vis- 
ionary notions that the prol:fie mind of man can conceive of, 
and at length come to no satisiactory result? 

You say if | ad:nit that St. Paul was correct in saying 
“that is aot first which was spiritual, but that which 1s 
natural, | will still further agree with you, that the first 
Adam was not immortal, nor any of the human race while 
bearing his image : which is until they die to sin and live 
to righteonsness.” Tam ready to admit that Paul exprese 
sed himself correctly, but not the conclusion which you 
think necessar'ly results therefrom.—That which was fisrt 
in the order of creation, was natural ; and this you will 
find to be in unison with the most early account we have of 
the process : we read, that “the Lord Ged formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed into bis nostrils the 
breath of life; and man becamealiving soul :” that is, the 
natural or ‘naterial, was prior to spiritual or mental : Bee 
fore the vivifying principle of life was infused into man, he 
Was a mere inan mate mass of matter, possessing no inher- 
ent power or volition. Am I therefore to agree with vou 
that the first Adam was not immortal? If the first Adam 
could with propriety be called man before the union of soul 
or mind, with matter, ihen] agree with you that he was not 
immortal. But say you “the mind is the man,’ conse- 
quently the first Adam did not exist without mind or soul : 
When man was originally created, God pronounced him a 
LIVING soul, (“not a mortal soul :)mortality seems to be 
more applicable to visible matter, which from its peculiar 
nature is subject to various mutations: If the expression 
were used merely to distingu'sh between the supreme un- 
created mind of Jehovah, andthe human mind which is 
derived from him, | have no objection to it. 

The unrenewed mind you say may be “annihilated, and 
that you are annihilated as to what vou were at one or two 
years old: and that after this sort, all mankind are daily 
undergoing anntilation, both of body and mind.” In proof — 
of it, you quate an expression of David ; “In that very ley
